HE Commissioners OF Excise, defirogs of cautioning all pe:fons 
againit inadvertently incurring the penalti¢s inflifted by an A& 
paffed in the 24ft year of the reign of hig, prefent Majefty, for the bet- 
ter collefting of the duty on MALE-SERVANTS, do hereby give pub- 
lic notice, ‘That they, the faid Commiffioners, will Be under the necef- 
fity of receiving informations, and commencing profecutions againit fuch 
Matters and Mifteeffes as thall not, within twenty days after the art of 
May, laft patt, have delivered in freth lifts, and made payment of the 
duty of their Male-Servants, for the current year; which lifts muft be 
delivered in, and duly paid, either at the Chief Office of Excife ia Edin- 
burgh, or at the Excile Office neareft to the place of refidence. of the 
perfons liable to the payment of fuch dutics. ; 

And whereas, notwithftanding feveral former repeated advertife- 
mefits, the Commiflioners of Excife have reafon to believe, that many 
perfons throughout Scotland have not yet delivered in lifts of, and paid 
duty for ALL ‘THE MALE-SERVANTS retained or employed by 
them, on or fince the 2tft May 1781, whereby they have refpeétively in- 
curred the penalties of DOUBLEDULY, AND TWENTY POUNDS, 

And whereas it has alfo been notified to the Comm that 
many perfons refiding in the country have negleéted, or refufed to de. 
liver in duplicates of their lifts of Male Servants, as required by law; 
it is hereby intimated, that none may plead ignorance, ‘Chat within a 
month after the delivery of fuch lifts, and payment of the faid duties 
refpectively, every perfon is required to deliver, or caufe to be deliver- 
ed, at the Office of Excife next to the houfe, or place of his or her oc- 
cafional refidence, a duplicate or duplicates of every fuch lift or lifts fo 
delivered by fuch Matters or Miftyefics, fuch duplicates to be figned. by 
them, and mentioning at the foot thereof the place where fuch original 
lift or lifts thall have been delivered, and the duties paid; upon pain 
that every Mafter or Miftrefs neglecting or refafing to deliver fuch du- 
plicates, thall, for every fuch offence, forfeit the fum of TWENTY 
POUNDS. The Commiflioners of Excife do therefore give notice to 
all concerned, That unlefs fuch lifts or duplicates ave farthwith deliver- 
ed in, and the duty paid, the Board muft, in juftice to this branch of 
the public revenue under their management, dircé profecutions to be 
immediately carried on again{t every Mafter or Miftrefs, who thall be 
found not to have paid due obedience to the aé of Parliament.

Numerous and refpectable meeting of the Freeholders, Juftices of 

the Peace, and Heritors of the county of Eaft Lothian conve- 
ned here this day, having taken onder their ferions confideration, that 
there is a Bill at prefent depending in Parliament, for impofing a tax 
on all promiffory notes; &c. they were unanimotifly of opinion, That, 
as by far the greateft part ef the paper circalation of this country, con- 
fits of twenty thillings avd guinea notes, if the faid tax is extended 
to notes of thefe denominations, it will in effe€t amount to.a total pro- 
hibition of them; and thus by depriving us of what is at prefent almoft 
our only medium of commerce, Se productive of the moft fatal conte- 
quences to the trade, the manofaétures, and agriculture of this part of 
the united kingdom, and give a thock to the credit of this country, 
which it never felt before, and which the ftouteft heart amongft us 
mutt tremble to think of ; and therefore, they unanimoufly agreed. to 
inftruct their reprefentative in Parliament,,and to recommend it to 
all others or their nuniver who. are in Parliament, to oppofe to the ut- 
mott of their power the extention of the faid tax to fmall notes of the 
denominations above mentioned, whether iflucd by public Banks or pri- 
vate Bankers, as what would prove in the highett degree ruinous to the 
commerce and credit of this country ; and confequently, inftead of im- 
proving, would diminith the public revenue, and throw the whole country 
into the utmoft difordcr and confufion, And they alfo appointed their 
prefes, the Honourable Francis Charteris of Amisfield, Sir Johu Sinclair, 
General Fletcher, Captain Hamilton of Pencaitland, Mr Wilkie of 
Gilkerfton, and Doctor George Barclay, as a Committee to correfpond 
with their reprefentative and other members of Parliament, and like- 
wife with the other counties, royal burghs, and other public focietics 
upon the fubjeét. Appointed Mr Wilkie convener of the faid Com- 
mittee; and appointed this refolution to be advertifed in all the Edin- 
burgh news-papers.

tion, when its object was put into the other ftale.

And as this is the café with refpeét toumafters and apprentices, 
fo it is with.regard to parents and childgen. » Ae te 
Civis has attributed: this evil in part to the remiffnefs of the 
clergy in vifiting and catechifing their parifhes.. In this I heart- 
ily agree with him. This he thinks is a fubject as'miéth eh- 


nage. But 1 think he muft be blind indeed, whe does not 
fee, that thefe evils flow from the law of patrohage. Miui- 
fters are thruft joto parifhes quite again{t their wills ‘Phe con- 
fequences are, the people are obliged to build chapels, or dif- 
fenting-houfes of fome kind..
